New York, March 1.— Tho Horald'a 
apooial from Charleston, ^V. Va., says : 
" One man was itilled, two oihora are dy- 
ing and eight moro woro seriously wounded 
at Eigle yesterday in the attack made liy 
th^Btriking miners o{ the Kanawpa Valley 
onlk force of men who were, working at 
the reduced prices which the striljors had 
refused to accept. Ab a late hour last 
niglit it was loarned hero that GOO 
armed men were on tho way to reinforce 
the strikers, aod that they were tearing 
up the tracks of tbe Chesapeake and 
Obio railway in order to prevent assistanee 
being sent to the so-called "senbs." Tho 
Governor had at the first Intimation of 
trouble several companies of tbe State 
militia to assemble at the armories and hold 
theniaelves in readiness to proceed to tbe 
econo of the disturbance. When he re- 
ceived a lato bulletin informing him that 
there would bo moro bloodshed, ho gave the 
order fur tho troops to move, and thoy are 
cow on their way to the mines, 

Tho minora havo boon on strike on tho 
Kauwapa Valley for some days. John Wy- 
ant has a mine at Kiglo. and his men pro- 
ceeded to work at the reduced rates rather 
than bo idle. Nearly -100 of tho strikers re- 
sponded to a call for a mass meeting this 
afternoon. All of them were very ugly in 
diapoaition, and many of them were fighting 
drunk. They had discussed tlic ciuctsliuu for 
a few minutes, when ono of tho drunken 
men yelled out : " Let's bring Wyant out." 
It was like a spark thrown into a barrel of 
powder, Tho cry passed from mouth to 
mouth. Soon tho mob.for such tho assemblage 
had bsoomo, woro rushing towards Eigle 
two miles away. But news of their ap- 
proach had preceded tlmm and Wyani's 
mou instead of fleeing, armed themselves 
with rifles, determined to make a bold 
stand, Thoy hid behind huge embankments 
and decided to give their would-be slayers 
a warm reception. Yelling and cursing, 
tho frenzied strikers were soon on baud. 
In a body they made an onalaaghti olamb- 
crbg over tbs embinkment and crying : 
"Kill tbe scabs, lynoh Wyant." A volley 
of a handced shots was their answer. It 
dazed tbe ram-orazed strikers, who pre- 
cipitately retired, leaving on tbe ground 
eleven of their number, one of whom will 
never attack another man again. 

But they wore repulsed, not beaten. They 
retired and spreadieg themselves over as 
much territory as possible, kept continuous 
fire at tho Wyant men. Thoy also sent 
couriers all over the country calling to their 
aeeiatanco all the strikers at hand. That 
this will bo answered tho laat dispatch sent 
to Governor MaoCorklo'a proves, and it ia 
feared that before tho militia reaches the 
scene many lives will be sacrificed. 

Tho Governor will probably go to 
the mine in person, for ho ordered 
a special train and telegraphed to 
the captains of tho militia companies 
at Hinton and Huntington to meet hia 
tr.vin on its arrival at those points. Included 
in Secretary White's last bulletin was a 
staten)ont that the situation looked very 
serious and another attack was expected 
every minute. lie advocates the sending of 
State aid at once. A deputy sheriff of 
Fayette county is upon tho scene with ton 
rnen and wires that ho is afraid that he will 
be overpowered. Additional strikers from 
Morris Creek and Montgomery aro on their 
way to Kaglfi with fifty rifles. They threaten 
to out tlie telegraph wires. Superintendent 
Knapp of tho ChcBapeako and Ohio, has tho 
track guarded, but all ho cin do is to keep 
the men from toarirg it up in places, 

ANTI-OPTION BILLS. 

Chicago Men Ortjani/.ing In Secret Session to 
ilefeat Sncli Measures In Ooiigrcss. 

Chicago, March 1. — Koproscntativoa of 
tbe leading boards of trade and othor com- 
mercial organizations of the country are in 
secret session here to-day in response to a 

call issued by tho cflicora of the Chicago 
ard for tho purpose uf considering ways 
and moana to anticipate and defeat certain 
anti-option bills that are likely to bo Intro 
diiced In Congress, Tlie conference is not 
particularly directed agaiutt tho Hatch 
measure, but against it and all other billa of 
a similar tenor. Tho conference grows out 
of tho meeting held in Washington during 
tho recent aoaaion of tho national board of 
trade, and in which it was ataled that legis 
lalion that would threaten the cxiatence of 
boards of trade and similar commeroial 
orgauizitions might be expected to como to 
tho front before many weeks. Unusual 
secrecy purrounds tho conference, and tho 
delegates have been pledged to aay nothing 
regardiog tbe proceedings or the programme 
adopted, - ,

The Seattle Coal ond Iron Company in De 
fault of Sinking Fond Payments. 

Seattle, March 1.— Tho Seattle Coal and 
Iron company is in the bands of u receiver, 
The complaint of the Manhattan Trust com 
pany Bets-forth that on December 31, 1887, 
the Seattle Coal and Iron company issued 
bonds to the amount of $100,000, payable in 
tbe year 1017. with interest at. 5 per cent 
per annnm, payable seml-annuBliy. The 
company is in dufauU, as it has fulled to 
make the sinking fund payment, which bo 
cuno due December 31, amounting to 
.^liU.OOO, and there is besides a floating in 
debtcihieaa of ^liiWOiOOO. Tho nfli iavitof 
H. 1). \ViUiani3, treaaurer of the company, 
ahowa lint the company owes uinking fund 
payiiieuls, duo to t.l'o Manhattan Trust 
conipaiiy for tho ycaia 1S'J2 and IS'J^!

BEAZILIAN ELECTIONS. 

liiit Little Interest Taken in tho IsBuos-Some 
of tho Ciiudldatea Nuiued. 

(Copyrlsht 1891, by tho United Press,) 
Bio De Janeiro, Feb. 28.— AU the pre- 
parations for tbe Presidential eleotion to- 
morrow are complete. To Americans tho 
campaign has appeared peculiarly quiet and 
devoid of popular interest, Tho nomina- 
tions have been known mainly by advertise- 
ments in the newspapers. Thero bas been 
but little argument in favor of any can- 
didate. Every man who has been named 
for tho presidency or vice-presidency has 
been praised imiuodcrately by friendly 
journals. No newspaper has dhparaged 
any candidate. Tho questions of national 
politics have scarcely been mentioned; few 
persons know or care what tbe opinions of 
the oandidatea are. There have been no 
processions, no stump speeches, no great 
public meetings, no fireworks. M. Morales, 
president of the Senate and ex -president of 
Sue Faulo province, is tho leading 
cjndidate for the presidency of the 
republic. Even the Journal, whose Insurg- 
ent editor was forced to flee from the city, 
supports him, Muoh surprise bas been 
caused by the appearance of ex-Minister 
Buy Barbosa, as a name In tbe list of candi- 
dates. He was previously supposed to be 
still loyal to tho Insurgents ; but his candi- 
dacy is regarded as evidence that be 
has forsaken their cause. He was the 
financial agent of tbe Insurgent government 
and bis defection, if aocmplisbed, will be a 
heavy blow to Mello and da Gama. Tho 
advertised candidates for the vice-presi- 
dency aro Dr. Alfonso Penn, president 
of tho State of Minoa Garass, and 
tho ablest statesman in Brazil j 
Floriano Poixoto, tho president of tho 
the Republic, and two others of only local 
famo. Tho government organ, Opaiao, Eup- 
portu Moraes and Ponn. It puiilished to- 
day G long leader, urging the expediency of 
olooting them. Several influential insurg- 
3 LoIJ tho United Proas correspondent 
yesterday that Moraes and Penn would bo 
eatlsfaotory to them In ease it would prove 
impoBsible to restore the monarchy. 



BOBBING UNCLE SAM. 



Attempt to Steal Deeds Conveying: 
Property to the D. S. Gov- 
ernment. 



How it was Made and How the Well- 
Devised Plot Mis- 
carried. 

WAsiir.SGTON, March 1.— James Elder, an 
eccentric old man of Whatcom, Wash, prior 
to ^Marcb, 1891, made gift by deed to tbe 
U. S. government of five large tracts of 
land, the present value of which is non 
estimated at 8900,000. Elder had three 
relatives, for whom he oared nothing. He 
deeded the lond to tho government with the 
rcqueat that it be given to deserving immi- 
grants from tho overcrowded East. No 
sooner had Elder deeded tho land than three 
distant relatives called on him and told him 
they would take measures to have hira de- 
clared insane unless ho would recover the 
property. Elder made a request for his 
deeds but did not receive them. 

Theu tho relatives, it is alleged, oonoootod 
a Bohenic to steal tho papers from tbe land 
oflice in Washington and substitute forged 
documents in their stead. When this was 
done Elder could put in a plea that the 
deeds by which his land was conveyed to 
tho Government were forgeries, and of 
course, when the papers in the land ofiBoe 
wore put in evidence it would be dear they 
were forgeries. William Jameson, of Port 
Townsend, Wash,, was the man assigned to 
mako the substitution of the foraed for the 
real deeds. Jameson came to Washington 
with strong lettera of introduction and was 
given tho run of the land office. As he was 
leaving at night ho said to Clerk Wold : 

"By the way, was any one hero inquiring 
about old man Elder's case ? I heard a good 
deol of it out West." 

" No, " replied the clerk, and went to the 
sholf to tako down a tin box containing tho 
records. 

As soon as Jameson saw where tho tin box 
was kept ho pleasantly aaiil: 

" Oh, don'c pull them down; it is late and 
I'm too tired to look at them to night. In 
fact, I don't think they will help me in my 
case." 

Tho next day Jameson vioited tho land 
oflice, and, it ia said, abstracted the live 
Elder deeds from tho box. Ho wont im- 
mediately to Now York, and going to a 
lithographing shop, had tho five original 
copied, oven to tho endorsements. With 
the plates ho went to a printer and caused 
deeds exactly like tho originals to bo mado. 
By a queer coiccidenco Clerk Weld, in tho 
land oflice, bad oooaslon the very next day 
to look Into the tin box which had held the 
original deeds.- The deeds were gone. 

Jameson was afterwards arrested by se- 
cret service men. The trial will take place 
in the United States District court in a few 
days. Jameson was admitted to bail in 
$7,500 and allowed to return to Port Towns- 
end. The object of this was to allow the 
secret service department to get evidence 
against the other conspirators. In this, 
however, they failed, except In the case of 
Elder, who, Chief Drummond says, will 
turn state's evidence. lOlder was arrested 
in Whatcom a fortnight ago and taken to 
Washington with Jameson. Thoy are now 
out on bail.

London', March I.— The committee of the 
Irich Parliamentary party have issued a 
statement in reference to the reported re- 
tirement of Mr. Gladatone. It aaya in sub- 
stance : "Mr. Gladstone's retirement in 
view of his advanced age would not be sur- 
prising, but we hope he will reign supreme 
as long as possible." It concludes as follows : 

The reconstruction of the cabinet In Its 
most vital part by a change in tho premier- 
ship would be an event afl'eoting so materi- 
ally tbe whole political position that the 
Irish members are confident no definite or 
irrovooablo atep would bo taken by Mr. 
Gladstone without an opportunity being 
given them to present their views," r, 

Mr. Gladstone appeared in the Commons 
thia afternoon and v/aa enthusiastically 
cheered. Tho cheers were repeated when 
ho rose to speak. Ho showed no signs of 
physical weakness. The Government, he 
said, was of opinion tbat the time for passing 
the parish oounoils bill back and forth be- 
tween the two houses bad ended, and they 
hud determined upon a decisive coarse. In 
tho case of tho parish councils bill the Gov- 
ernment was willing to withdraw its oppo- 
sition to tho amendments of tho House of 
Lords. It was perfectly obvious, he said, 
that the ooUIsIon between tbe two 
bouses could not continue. (Prolonged 
cheers.) Tbe Government in accept- 
ing the Lords' amendment did not 
intend to end the controversy by any 
moans. It was meant to bo submitted to 
tho arbitration of tho nation. (Cheers.) 
The Government intended to take the par- 
ish councils bill as it came from tho House 
of Lords in order to savo it from the wreck 
of the seaeioD, but he desired to make It 
clear that tho real issue involved woa the 
right of tho House of Lords to Interfere 
witli work in the House of Commoms. (Bn- 
thueiastio cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. Balfour followed. Ho said the 
speech made by Mr. Gladatone really 
amounted to a declaration of war upon the 
House of Lorda.

BETWEEN TWO FIEES. 

A Man Who Proposes to Tarn State's Evidence 
and Others In Danger of their Uvea. 

Winston, N.C , March 1. — The lynching 
of Jamea Slaughter for tbe murder of John 
Bare and Ed. Long, In Alleghany county, 
thia state, last Friday, promises to prove 
serious for tho participants. Sheriff Gam- 
bol ond Deputy G, I. Young arrived here on 
Tuesday night with Alexander Rose, tho 
member of the mob who was shot by tho 
jailor and caught. It Is said that Rose will 
turn state's evidence and reveal the names 
of tho other members of the mob. Loud 
threats were made that ho would be lynched 
ond heuce his removal to this county for safe 
keeping. Slaughter's friends in Carroll 
county want him for taking part^ln the 
lynching and tbe lynchers want to prevent 
him from impeaching them. 

Sheriff Gambol thinks the trouble is not 
ended, and thinks many lives will be lost 
before matters are adjusted. The sheriflfs 
life ia said to bo In jeopardy. The lynohecB 
are thoroughly aroused and tbeeaten ven- 
geance upon any man who reveals their ° 
names. Rose has fourteen shot in his right 
hand and twenty-four in his breast and 
abdomen, bis condition being oritlcal.

. A dtapatob from Sani FnmoUoo" says : 
Aboub two months ago the British bark 
Loohurr, from Nawcastle-on-Tyne, for Val- 
paraieo, was posted at Lloyd's as misaing, 
and on November 10 last, the British bark 
Bombay sailed from Loboa Di Afuora, in 
South America, for London. Neither veasol 
has been heard from since. A private letter 
from Port Stanley, in the Falkland Islands, 
states that a piece of wreckage marked 
" Loohurr " and a life buoy marked " Bom- 
bay, of Fleetwood," had been washed 
ashore, From this it would appear that the 
two vessels oollided, and both are probably 
lost. The Bombay was owned by J. N. 
"Ward & Co., of Fleetwood, and was built in 
1SG2. She was 991 tons gross register. The 
Lochurr was owned by J. Sproat, of Liver- 
pool, and wan built in 1870. She was 731 
tons gross register. The Loohurr was loauuJ 
with coal and the Bombay with guano. 

LOST THE SUIT. 

R 0. Lavender, formerly of Victoria, who 
has been olaiming a quarter interest in the 
sealing sohoouer Henry Dennis, owned by 
J. C. NixoD, was beaten in bis suit against 
Nixon in Scuttle on Wedneadayi Judge Bal- 
lingor holding that he oonldnot recover $2,- 
125, the value of the- alleged interest. The 
case whtch laated for nearly two years is in 
tubstance as follows: Lavender says that 
the three men offered him a quarter interest 
in the vessel if he would go to Salem, bring 
her round the Horn and go as her captain 
on sealing cruises uutil she paid for herself 
and tho cost of refitting her, with all other 
cxoonsea. Livender brought her out 
in" the winter of 1889, and made 
two voyages as her captain, but in 
October, 1890, was disohnrgsd. Then he 
claimed that ho had carried out, his part of 
the agreement and demanded his interest. 
Ho said that the aohooner had cout $8,000 
when ready for sea, and that she had made 
several thousand dollars morn than that as 
profits cf the two voyages. The owners of 
the schooner \could not do anything for him 
and two months later entered into negotia- 
tions with Nixon for a sale for ^S,500. Lav- 
ender claimed that ho at onoo told Nixon of 
bia claim upon the vessel, and that, Nixon 
recognized it and promised to give him one- 
quarter of the purchase price if the sale was 
made. Yet when he bought the craft ho re- 
fused to recognize any such claim,

STEAM FIEE FLOAT FOR EGYPT. 

An ElUoont Appiiratus Wltli 'Wlilch to Cou- 
tcud Against Conllagratlons. 

The new floating steam fire engine order- 
ed by the Chamber of Commerce of Alex- 
andria, from Messrs. Merryweather, of 
London, England, was recently tested be- 
fore a number of naval officers. It has a 
6tei-l hull 60 ft. long and o draught cf only 
18 inches. The engine is of tho fixed 

Greenwich" type, and throws 2,000 gallons 
of water per minute in 1, 2, 3 or as many as 
12 powerful jets simultaneoualy. Tho pro- 
pulsion is by means of water jots placed on 
each side of tho boat and supplied by tho 
firo engine, and a speed of from 4 to G knots 
per hour can be attained. Ample room is 
provided for coal and water, and a largo 
reel carries 3,000 feet of hose piping. The 
boiler is of the quick steaming typo and tho 
float uan bo on its way to a fire within a 
luarter cf an hour of receiving an alarm,

To THE Editok :— Kindly publish the 
following: I noticed in yesterday's Colonist 
an article in regard to the breaking loose of 
Hughitt & Mclntyre's boom of logs at 
Cowichan lake.

WORN OUT. 

It was to bo expected, in the natural 
course of things, that Mr. Gladstone would 
soon retire. The disabling Infirmities of 
ago come upon most men before they attain 
the age of eighty. That Mr, Gladstone oau 
take an active and a leading part in the con- 
duct of the affairs of the Empire after ho 
had reached that age haa been regarded as 
marvellous by men of all nations. The 
veteran's stock of vitality was wonderfully 
large, and though an incessant worker, ho 
husbanded it well. No ono need wonder 
that there are at least indications that it 
will soon bo exhausted, Hia sight is threat- 
ened and his hearing is defootivo, but his 
brain appears to be still motive and he has 
gome power of work left. It is evident, 
however, that the time for him to retire has 
oome. 

The task which is now before the leader 
of the Liberal Party is one of very great 
difficulty, requiring for its performance the 
constant exercise of all the powers and all 
the energies of the moat ponrerfal intellect 
and the strongest oonstitation. It is (jasily 
seen that a strenuous stiuggle for the po^/er 
of directing the afifairs of the Empire is at 
hand, Tho House of Lords has placed itself 
in antagoniann to tho House of Commons. 
The Liberals declare that tho hereditary 
legislators have set the people at defiance, 
and they indignantly ask ore men who 
exeroiso antbority through the mere acci- 
dent of birth to be allowed to array them- 
selves against tho people who are the source 
of power ? The Couaervativeg reply that 
tho Lords have not set the will of tho nation 
at naught, but that, on tho contrary, they 
are iu close agreement with tho people and 
are carrying onb their wishes. They 
say further, it is for the people themselves 
to decide this dispute, and thoy demand 
that the Government give them tho oppor- 
tunity to declare in tho ordinary constitu- 
tional way, which of the two bodies, the 
Lords or the Commons, is carrying out their 
wishes. The appeal to the people cannot 
be deferred much longer. The Radicals 
want to make the issue tho abolition of tho 
House of Lords, and tho Conservatives de- 
sire to ask the country, shall tho integrity 
of tho Empire bo preserved ? 

The Liborols are not very strong just now 
either numerically or morally. It is said, 
too, th»t thoy are not very closely united. 
Many of them, among whom is Mr. Glad- 
stone himself, are most unwilling to declare 
war to the knifa against tho House of 
Lords, and it is whispered thoir /-sal in tho 
cause of Homo Rule haa abatud very con- 
aiderably. It is seen now that many 
Liberals have a largo element of Con- 
servatism in their composition. The 
leader, who in the coming contest can 
keep tho flomowhat heterogeneous Lib- 
eral party togcthei- must not only bo a 
Btrong man, but be must be in an txtraor- 
dinary degree magnetic. He must have the 
power to iniluenoe men's minda without any 
effort that is apparent. It is admitted that 
Mr. Gladstone is the only man who could 
during tho last six years or so have kopttho 
Liberal party together, and it does not ap- 
pear that there is now any statesman avail- 
able who can do what he has done. Lord 
Bosebory, it is believed, will ba Mr. Glad, 
stone's Buopessor. But will he be able to 
take and to keep Mr. Gladstone's place? 
He is comparatively a young man, and 
though he is richly endowed, intellootually 
and otherwise, ho doos not possess Mr, 
Gladstone's prestige and Mr. Gladstone's 
weight of authority. There are many 
among tho Liberals, both Englishmen and 
Irishmen, who would not hesitate 
to repudiate Lord Kosobery's loader- 
ship, who have submitted quietly to 
Mr. Glodstono'a authority. Wo aco already 
that Irish Liberals have become restive. 
Some of them arc displeased with John Mor- 
loy and is it likely that they would bo mora 
patient and more easily pleased under Lord 
Bosebery's leadership? 

It is evidenfc.that tho prospect before tho 
next Liberal leader is not a particularly 



flhoorfal one, and if tho Gladatoniuns are 
defeated at the next general election, as it is 
almoiit.oertain they will be, who is to keep 
the Liberal party, composed as it is of Far- 
noUites, Anti-Parnellitea, Whi;<8, Badicals 
and Liberals together! When it is consid- 
ered what tho consequences of defeat will 
be, no ono nood be at all surprised that the 
Liberals are so unwilling to appeal to the 
people. But when Mr. Gladstone retires 
the appeal cannot be delayed, 

THE ANAROHISTS. 

The anarchists of Europe are continuing 
to make it plain that they are an element in 
society to be continually guarded against. 
Though they know that .they aro closely 
watched, thoy continue to plot and to plan 
and to commit outrages. How are they to 
be dealt with, is a question to which the 
governments are attempting to find an 
answer. In Austria tho dolormination is 
to watch them closely and to try them 
secretly. It is seen that tho anarchists lovo 
notoriety. They oro very bold in the oom- 
mission of orime, but they are by no means 
willing to give themselves up to the author!- 
tioa. On the contrary, they do thoir best to 
elude tho officers of justice. When, how- 
evtr, thoy are arreatod, they put on an air 
of bravado and aro looked upon by quite a 
largo class of the communities in which 
they live as heroes. This admiration is 
keenly appreciated by the imprisoned and 
convioted anarchists, and their con 
stant endeavor is to conduct them 
selves iu suoh a manner as to 
incroaeo it. Tho Austrian author! 
ties shrowdly judge that the anarchist, de- 
prived of the prestige that publicity gives 
him, will not be so ready to face the mys 
terious horrors of a secret trial and a pri- 
vate execution, as ho is now to gain the no- 
toriety which tho newspapers and tho 
crowds who ottcnd tho trials give him. In 
France anarchists aro also to bo tried secret- 
ly and promptly. Martial law is to be pro 
claimed with regard to them, and they aro, 
almost na soon as arrested, to be tried by a 
drum-head court-martial. 

Theao proceediuga are unusual and tliey 
appear to be harah, but the crimes that 
anarchists commit are unusual, and thoy 
are both wanton and horrible. If they aro 
effective in putting an end to anarchist out 
rages, they will not bo regarded as too 
severe. Governments aro finding that it Is 
univiBB to proceed against anarchists as thoy 
procood against other criminals. Thoy ace 
that publicity is with them an incentive to 
outrage, and that the effect of tho delay 
which ordinary proceedings cause is to give 
them opportunities of making converts. So 
they have determined to have recourse to 
secret methods. 



by any means. While the lads were at din- 
Ber,the gentlemanly sophomores sneaked into 
the cellar of the building, carrying with them 
tho materials and the apparatus to generate 
chlorine gas. They borod boles through the 
Qoor, inserted glass tubes In them, and con- 
nected them by means of rubber tubes with 
a jar in which tho chlorine was being gener- 
ated. The chlorine worked in a way which 
the young men, if they had not been fools, 
might have foreseen. Many of those who 
inhaled the gas became inBensible and had 
to bo carried out of the building. 
The cook died from the effects of 
the gas, and so did ono of the fresh' 
men. The murderous sophomores must have 
been appalled at the oonseqaences of their 
prank, but their dread of consequences and 
their remorse did not bring back tho mur- 
dered man and woman to life, Tho college 
authorities as well as tho sophomores ought 
to be indicted. They are almost as muoh to 
blame as were the young men. They should 
not have allowed such brutality as was prac 
tised in these college fights. They were 
exceedingly demoralizing at best, and there 
waa no knowing when tho violenco would 
endanger both life and limb. A band of red 
Indians or Central African savages would 
not resort to a more treaoherona or 
a more deadly way of dealing with 
their enemies than of sending among 
them while they were feaotings trcams of 
poiaouous gae, while thoy waited in security 
to boar of its deadly cQoots. What kind of 
a oivllizition is it that produces such results 
03 this ?

Ia that an im 
possibility 2 Aro Canadian newspapers for 
over to be dependent on American press 
associations and agencies for their European 
news? Surely not. We hope that the day 
is not far distant when a combination of 
Canadian newspapers will have their own 
agents in London and elsewhere, who will 
send them reliable news on all subjects and 
about all parties. 

STUDENTS' FUN. 

Is it according to tho eternal fitness of 
things that college students should bccoiiio, 
during the first years of their course, aavag 
or almost savages. When one reads of tho 
practices and tho outrages of students, ho 
wonders how youths brought up under the 
inUuencos of oivillzation, to say nothing of 
Christianity, could regard scnsolesa cruol 
ties and abominable and cowardly tyrannies 
as "fun." Sometimes the victims of this

- TWENTY-SEVENTH DAY.

At 2 p m. Mr. Martin took tho ohair, on 
motion of Hon. Mr. Duvio, seconded by Hop. 
Mr. Beaven, tho Premier having explained 
that tho Speaker could not bo present until 
lafe in tho afternoon. 

Prayers by Rev. A. B. Winchegter. 

LAND SKITLEMKNT. 

Db. Watt moved : " That o aoleob com- 
mittee, 'bbDaiatiog of Mecscs. Booth, Croft, 
IJrowhj'I'drsteri and ilie inover, bo appoint- 
ed to take into oonaideration.tibe Bubjeot of 
the RBttlement of the'' provincial Unda on 
tho aiogle fax or.other. eanitable system ot 
permanent biii'^aot freehold^ tahure,' withcut 
taxation ~df '1ihprovemente, In- order to the 
enoouragement of tbe settlement of such 
lands, and to report to tbe bouse, with any 
reoommondationa as to legislation which 
sh'ill tend to tho more rapid oooupition and 
tillage of tho agricultural land of tho prov- 
ince." Tbe mover said he did not purpose 
to disouss tbe proposition sow, as he thonght 
tho best time tor euoh a discussion would be 
when tho committeo suggested brings in' its 
report. 

Mk StMiJN said that while he did not 
wish to oppoBO tho rcBoIution, he could not 
see how tfto proposition of the single tax 
would aottio the lauds of British Columbia. 

Mh. Buown aocondefl tho resolution, but 
said ho would not discusa tho principle 
now, as ho agreed that tho proper tinio will 
be when tho report from tho committeo 
comes before tho houBO. 

Mr Uootu said he could not see the 
utility of the motion, and would liko ti) ho 
convinced of this beforo he consented to 
serve on tho committeo. Ho thought the 
beat way to encourage tottlement is to give 
settlers a title to their land. 

Mr. FoKSTKli said tho place to disouBS the 
single tax is not in this house, which as had 
bosn said beforo is not a debating society. 
He thought tho commiitto th )iilJ be ap- 
pointed, because if it could find any hene- 
noial aohomo it would do some good. 

Hon'. Mii. Uavik declared ho was 
not prepared either to assort or deny 
that the single tax is an equitable 
system, and that no argument has been 
presented by any of thoso who had spoken 
on chis resolution which would help in ar- 
riving at a conolubion. Tho mover and 
also those who had opposed the resolution 
refnsed to discuss tho question, and steered 
clear cf tbe only ground upon which the 
resolution should be supported, which was 
the declaration made in it that single tax is 
a jast method of taxation. Until the house 
WAS prepared to affirm that, the resolution 
could not be passed. He was not prepared 
to prononnce an opinion at this moment, 
and until convinoed by tbe argument of the 
hon. gentlemen favoring tbe resolation, or 
otherwise, he could not commit bimself. 

Mb Andebsqn said anything whioh 
would help to ee'stle the land wonld'have 
his support, but his idea would be to group 
tho settlors as the best way of bringing this 
ab:)Ut. As tho law now stands any head of 
a family, or man over 18 yeara of ago, can 
pre-empt up to 160 acres of land, but the 
great difficulty ia that the settler ia put to 
S) muoh trouble and txpenao to find the 
land. Ho thought better meana of access 
should he provided, and that it would be a 
good idea to help the settler to o!oir a tmall 
portion so that lio could grow the first sea- 
son enough for his suhEiatence. 

Mu Keith thought it would bo a good 
idea to appoint tho committeo so that they 
could present their views in a concise form 
to I he houso. 

Mb Sword, to meet the objection stated 
by tho Attorney General, moved to strike 
out the word "tquitable." 

Hon. Mr Pooley was of opinion that if 
the house accepted the resolution it would 
thus commit iteelf to opproval of tbe single 
tax, and that to strike out the word "equit- 
ab e" would make no dsfTurecoe, As to the 
propositidn that tbe committee should de- 
visa some other sohtme, he thought they 
Qould not be of any assistance to tho house 
!q this matter. He eonsidered that the 
homestead act passed a few years ago was 
calculated to encourage settlement— giving 
as it did freehold rights upon simpls con- 
ditions — much more than would the adop- 
tion of tho single tax idea. From what he 
had read and heard ho had yet to learn that 
Rirp'o tax would be a benefit to this prov- 
incK. and even though the word "equitable" 
wfcie struck out he would oppose tho 
resolution. 

Mr Horne pointed out that in different 
places where the single tax had been tried it 
had proved a perfect failure. 

The Speaker (Mr. Martin) ruled the 
resolution out of order on grounda stated 
as follows ; " No private member can move 
a resolution or initiutc legislation dealing 
with crown lands, or with tho taxation or 
administration of lucIi lands. Nor can the 
house authorize or delegate authority to a 
Btlsot committee to icciuiro into tho taxation 
of and management ol orov/n lands with a 
view to recommending legislation aCfioling 
tho taxes on or the administration of such 
lands. Ho referred tho bouse to May, lOth 
edition, pages S32 3 ; and Speaker's Decis- 
ions, 74, 75, 76, 127 and 138." 

SUl'KEME CoUli* iiL'SINI-.SS. 

Mr House moved : "That a respectful 
address be presented to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, praying him to cause 
to be sent down to this honsa a return of all 
oorrespondenoe, papers, orders in council, 
or other representations relating to the 
necessity of stationing a supreme court 
judge in the city of Vanopnver. ' 

Hon; Mb Davie said ha was glad that 
tbe bon. gentleman had moved the resolu 
tion. He did not kliow that there was any 
minute of oounoil, though there may have 
been, but there had been a good deal of cor 
respondoncp, mostly of a semi official char- 
acter, whioh might be brought down. _Ho 
noticed, however, that the motion was with 
out limit to tiino. 

Mm HoitNK aaid it mount Rioco tho crea- 
tion of the judicial district nf Vancouver. 

Hon. Ml!. Davie said tho information 
bearing upon that period would be brought 
dosvn as soon as ptaoticablo. 

IMl'OKT DUTIES. 

Mb. Watt moved that wliilo this houce 
would welcnmu a substantial reduction in 
.the import duties on all classes of goods— not 
luxuries— consumcdbut nntinnuufacturcd or 
produced in tho province, it desirea especi- 
ally to urge on tho dominion government 
that mciobiuery and appliances of all kinds 
used in the reduction of ores or in genera' 
mining,, whether or not wholly or in part 
' only manufactured in tho Dominion, should 
iio admitted free of all duty; that His 
Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor bs re 
sptotfully requested to send a copy of 
this resolution to the Hon. Minister of 
rinance at Ottawa. "s" The - mover allowed 
that this matter hadBlroa'dy been brought 
to tho attention of the House of Oommonu 
by Mr. Mara, from whose speech he quoted, 
and ho thought tho houso should back up 
tho cfTorta already niado. 

Mr. Booth moved an umondmout includ- 
ing agricultural machinery, iu tho rtquoat 
niado for reduction of duly. 

Mit. Hunter did not seo why tho reso- 
lution should not includo all tbe industries 
ei I he province. 
ilji, HoRNB spoke to the same effect.

Hon. Col Bakbr said be would be glad 
to sea any impediments i:emoved from the 
channels of trade, but be would prefer the 
resolution as ii atood origtnallyt 

Dr. Milne would ruiner nrge upon the 
Doin non government a ndaotionof duties 
on all clasBes of go'idn. 

Hon. Mk. Beavkn cill«d attention to the 
fact that already this sdsaion tliero had been 
pissoti a reaoluMon asking fur a modification 
of this duty, ami ho thciught tlia present 
resolution coi.Uicttd with that already 
pasKod, and not in order. 

Dr Watt reminded tho houso that ho 
had intended to move an ameadnicnt to tho 
rosolutiou i^puken of, but had boon advised 
to withdraw it and bring in a substaativo 
resolution later on. Ho had theroforo 
moved the iLbolution of to-day. 

The Si'Eauer (Mr. Martin) soid thot 
whilo not Buro that this was substanti- 
ally to tho same effoot as tho other resolu- 
tion referred to by the leader of the oppo- 
sition, he thought it was, and therefore 
ruled it out tf order. 

B. 0. INSCRIBED STOCK. 

Mr. Sword moved : " That an order of 
tho house be granted for a return showing 
the prices at whioh tho trustees for the sink- 
ing funds under tho loan acts, 1877 and 
18S7, bought B. C. inscribed stock. 

Hon. Mr. Turnkii said there was not tho 
slightest objection to tho resolution. Until 
his attention was called to tho matter he 
had supposed that tho information was al- 
ready beforo the houso in tbe publio ac- 
counts. 

Motion agreed to.

Mb. Adams moved: "That whereas

ties, viz , dairying and hop-raising ; there 
foro bo it resolved, that it would be most 
advantageous if practical dairymen and hop 
growers could be induced to come into that 
section of tho province to prosecute those 
industries, and that it is desirable that this 
house appoint a select committee to con- 
sider this matter, with the view us above 
sot forth ; said committeo to consist of 
Messrs. Booth, Aadorson, Ssmlin, Martin 
and tbe mover." 
Motion agreed to. 

SltNUUnM WAGE. 

Mr. Swobd asked : " Was there any con 
dition inserted in the contracts for tbe COU' 
struction ot the parliament buildings stipub 
ating a minimum wage for laborerat If 
not, why not ? 

Hon. Mb. Vebnon— No snob condition 
was inserted in the contracts referred to. 

kakusp and slocan kailway. 

Hon. Mr Beavkn said with respect to 
tho Nakusp & Slocan railway bill he desired 
certain information with respect to tho dis- 
tances which is not before tho houso. 

Hon. Mr Davie replied that this is con- 
tained in somo of tbe odditional papers be- 
ing brought down whidh are now in the 
hands of tho printer. 

WIDE tike act. 

Mr. Kitchen moved tho second reading 
of his wide tiro act amnndmcnt bill, which 
having alroidy been voted down had on 
motion been restored to the ordur paper. 

After the Speaker had proceeded to put 
tho question, but before tho members hud 
como in in rcFiponsc tu tho suiiunona, [Ion. 
Mr. I).^vio roflo to i-peak, but Mr. Kitchen 
objected, pointing out that ho could not be 
heord as the question had not been put. 
Hon. Mr. D^vie said ho did not wish to pro- 
ceed if out of order, further than to say lliat 
he saw no reason for changing bis vote. 

Motion lost on division of .10 to 16. 

LIBRARY ACT. 

Tho houso wont into committee, Jlr. 
Booth in the chair, to consider tho message 
from His Honor tlio Lieutenant-Governor 
transmitting a bill for tho establishment of 
a library and bureau of statistics. 

The bill was reported to tho house, through 
Mr. Speaker Higgina who having arrived 
now took the chair. 

NAKr.SI' AND HI.OOAN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr Davik moved that tho houso 
go into committee of tho whole on tho mea- 
sige from His Honor the Li(Utenant-Uov- 
ernor transmitting the Nakusp & Slocan 
railway bill. 

Hon. Mr Beaven asked that tho mes- 
sage should stand over until the other papers 
called for are laid beforo tho house. Ho 
could not SCO any earthly roaaon why tho 
papers laid beforo tho houso should not have 
been brought down six v/eoka ago, und ho 
thought therefore that there muit bo other 
documents of moro importniico. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said there was no objec- 
tion to allowing the matter to stand over. 
Ho wished to again point out, however, that 
tho houso had bsen furnished all tho pap»rs 
asked for in the resolution passed. Tho 
others would, as promised, be brought 
down. 

COUNTY COURTS ACTS, 
The houso wont into oomiiiitteo on the 
county courts acta amendment bill, Mr. 
Keith in the chair. 

Tho bill was reported with several amend- 
nieiita proposed by Hon. Mr. Dvvio, One 
of thoto makee provision whereby poraono 
who servo as jurymen on county court cuaen 
will bu paid §'2 a day, and thoso who uro 
summoned but not called upon to sit will bo 
paid SI, tho expense of tho juries to bo 
borno by tho suitors. Tho Attorncy- 
Gonoral pointed out that thero is no good 
roison why tho county court jurora should 
be called upon to sorvo in tho settlement of 
private disputes at tho present inadcquato 
remuneration ; and there is also no reason 
why those , oallin^ for tbesejuxariea of the 
law should not pay for thorn. 

ObAL MIN^ BEOULATION AOT. 

The house resumed the adjourned debate 



on the following ruling by Mr. Speaker 
Higcina : 

" I rule bill (No. 18) intituled An act 
to amend tho coal mines regulation act and 
amending act, 1890, out of order, for the 
following reasons : First, because it aims 
to impose indirect taxation, contrary to tbe 
provisions of tho B. N. A._ Act; and, 
second, because it baa been decided by tho 
Supreme court of tho province that the 
power to impose unequal taxation does not 
reside with the provincial legislature. (See 
ruling January 29, present session ) " 

Hon. Mb. Beaven said' tbe ruling as now 
printed brings up another point to which 
bia attention had not been, attracted when 
the anbjeot was last before the honse. He 
referred to the objeolioo that the bill pro- 
poaea to impose indlreot taxation, upon 
which he would have liked to make some 
remarks. 

Hon. Mb DAVlE said ho could not quite 
follow the reasons given for the ruling, 
though he understood tho principle upon 
which it was based. Tho ground upon 
which ho had asked a ruling was that tho 
bill discriminated against a class, the priu 
oiple of taxation not being referred to, 
Tho bill aimed merely at tho ex 
elusion of Uhinoao and Japanese, and 
tho point he took was that tho legislature 
could not thus discriminate against any 
class, but can only proceed on the ground 
that these uro dangerous persona and must 
bo excluded in common with all others 
equally dangerouu. Ho had incidentally re 
ferred to tho Speaker's former ruling ro 
specting tho proposed tax on employers of 
Chinese, 'and ho fanoied that tho Speaker 
might have been misled by tho analogy thus 
drawn, into ruling out tho bill on the ground 
that it imposed o discriminating tax. He 
thought the Speaker must have had iu mind 
somo provision not contained in tho bill 
when ho made tho ruling, and therefore 
that it ought now to bo re considered. 

Mr Keitii objected that that would be 
another ruling. Ho preferred to keep tho 
one now beforo tho bouse. 

Hon. Mr. Davie continued that the 
Speaker and somo of the membars who ob- 
jected to the bill had evidently been ot 
cross purposes. Ha considered the bill out 
of order, as discriminating acainst a class 
in a manner beyond the tautiiority of the 
legislature, but not on tbe grounds atated 
in thernling. , / 

TnK Speakeb said he bad carefully ex 
amined the bill and felt perfectly clear upon 
it. He cohaidered that it levied a tax upon 
the people "who employed Chinamen, and 
that therefore it was ont of order. Thi 
decision he would etind by. 

Hon, Mr. Beaven remarked that it is an 
extraordinary thing if when a ruling ia ap 
p.?aled from it turns out to bo an entirely 
diflferent thing from v^hat was supposed. 

Mr, Keith said if there is discrimination 
in this bill thero is also in tho act forbid 
ding tho employment of Chinese in certain 
places, under a penalty, and tho bill ia only 
a proposed extension of the present act. He 
did nob think there is any new principle in 
it. 

Mr, Fobster did not consider that the 
bill proposed a discriminating tax ony more 
th»u did mmy private bills passed by the 
houHC. 

Hon. Mr. Poolby s'^id that the first sec- 
tion of tho bill, though ostensibly providing 
a penalty really imposes a tax, for under it 
any person moy employ Uhineso on payment 
of a sum not to exceed tho amount stated 
There was no provision for the enforcement 
of this supposed penalty by imprisonment, 
On full consideration be therefore thought 
the Speaker's ruling quite'right. 

Dr. Milne contended that tbe bill did 
not impose a disariminaUng tax any more 
than do those respecting the pharmacy uci 
and the dentistry act now before the logia 
lature, and which forbid the employment of 
certain classes of persons. ' 

Mr. Croft pointed out that the argument 
ia not good because tho p3opIe whoso cm 
ployment ia prohibited by tho bill under 
diaousaion aro not called upon to pass an ex 
aminaiinn to determine their qualification, 

Mr Booth said if the bill had aimed to 
exclude all ignorant people ho thoui;ht it 
would have been in order and ho would have 
voted for it. As it waa, in llio face of the 
promito of tho rremior to bring in a biil 
dealing with tho matter, he thought this one 
should bo ruled out. 

Hon, Coii Baker held that it had been 
already ruled by the Supremo Cjurt of tho 
province that any British subject could em- 
ploy whatever labor bo pleased. 

Tho question: "Shall the ohair bo sus- 
tained? " waa decided in the afiSrmative on 
tho following division: — 

Ayes— Messrs. Adams, Andnrson, Baker, 
Booth, Croft, Eberta, Home, Hunter, Mar- 
tin, Pooley, Punch, Bogera, Smith, Stcd- 
dart, and Vernon-^IS. ■

Kenzie, ' Milne, Semlin, Sword and Watt 
—13. 

Tbe house adjourned at 6:45 p m.

WOIVIAN'8 WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 



IIow Miss Anthony taltl Up Knougli Money 
For Ilor Support. 

"The bravest battle that ever was 
fought" is that fought by the woman 
Buifragists. Susan B. Anthony declares 
that if in the battle now going on for 
suffrage in New York state the men do 
not vote as thoy should, she will come 
back as a spook and haunt them, 
shall certainly return," sho says, "and 
they will iind me a troublesomo sister," 
Miss Anthony is now 74 years old, but 
looks much the same as sho did 20 
years ago. In a recent .speech at Schen- 
ectady sho said sho hail been in th' 
nowsiiapor business once. In that 
venture she lost all tho money she 
had saved at schoolteachiiig and went 
$10,000 in debt. The paper was Tl 
Revolution, a weekly published in New 
York city to advocate woman's riglit.*. 
Miss Anthony and Elizabeth Cady Stan- 
ton were editors, with Parker Pillsbury 
as editorial contributor. It was able 
and brilliant, but for some reason it 
failed to bo a go, and it was abandoned 
when it had rolled up tho l?10,000 debt. 
Susan Anthony, with the pluck and hon- 
esty characteristic of this great woman, 
resolved that no creditors should suffer 
loss through her, Sho undertook tho 
task of paying all tho debt herself aud 
did so. Women lecturers wore moro of 
a rarity 25 years ago than thoy arc now, 
and Susan entered tho general lecture 
field. Lectures, too, wore moro ])opular 
then than they are now, aud in six 
years she had paid every dollar of The 
Revolution debt. '"Then I had a jn 
bileo," exclaimed Miss Anthony. She 
lectured six year.smore. "I made enough 
money to live on, aud I am living on it 
yet," sho explained. As soon as she had 
laid up enough to sujiport herself mod- 
estly sho turuod her back forever on the 
general lecture field and devoted her life 
henceforth to working for women. "I 
can get ^50 to ^100 a night to lecture, but 
I feel that tho causo needs me, and I am 
devoting my time and energies to that 
cause." One theme which she is putting 
before her audiences this winter is the 
powerlcssncss of disfranchised classes to 
uiako, shape and control their own con- 
ditions — moral and industrial as well as 
political. 

The secretary of the Nebraska State 
Farmers' AlUauco is a woman — Mrs. J. 
M. Kelley. 

Is it possible that there is any state 
university so forlorn and so far behind 
the times as not to admit women? If so, 
it should change its ways at once or go 
off and die. If there is a state school 
anywhere in which tho word "male" is 
not especially specified, then women 
students have tho right, without any 
farther legislationt to attend that school 
and can sue for damages anybody who 
tries to keep them out. 

Miss Emuiii C. Whitney is recording 
clerk in tho Ohio houso of rcprescuta' 
fives. 

I met that grand friend of women, 
Judge Noah Davis, at the reception of 
the New York Woman's Press club the 

other evening. Ho whshod to iniiire.ss on 
all women in New York state tho noceS' 
sity of their working for tho suli'rago 
amendment this year. The constitu 
tional convention takes place in May. If 
the word "malo" is not stricken from the 
suffrage qualification this year, then 
Now York women will have to wait 20 
years more before the subject comes up 
again. Judge Davis wished all women 
everywhere to remember this too: There 
is nothing in any state constitution or in 
tho United States constitution to debar a 
woman from holding any city, county, 
state or fedei-il oliice, from that of presi- 
dent of the United States down, or up, 
as tho case may be. Though women may 
not vote, thoy can be voted for for any 
offlco Aviiatsoevor. A woman, for in- 
stance, has a perfect right to bo mayor of 
Now Y'ork or Chicago or representative 
or senator. Wo could have women con- 
gressmen now, so far as anything to le- 
gally hinder them from holding tho of- 
fice goes. Jndge Noah Davis is one of 
the moat eminent jurists in America, and 
his opinion may bo tiiken as final. Wo- 
men ought to avail Ihemsidves of their 
right to bo 'oted for and hold office, jiar- 
ticularly .school and iminicipal oflicci?.

Tho Women's Educational and Indus- 
trial uni(.>n of nuslon has entered on a 
fresh field of relief worl;. lioalizing that 
tho woinCii out of emjjloymcnt in Bos- 
ton cannot be provided for in the city 
itself, they have undertaken to find work 
in tho country for such as are willing to 
engage in domestic .service. They are 
conducting correspondenco with farm- 
ers' wives and other persons in the rural 
districts, and as fiist as a place is found 
on a farm where help is needed in tho 
housoworlc the }-oung woman who will 
go is sent thither. It is a fact that tho 
girl who does housework is better treated 
on tlio farm than anywhere else. Often 
she is made one of the family and shares 
tile; home, ais if '8hi9:,were. !a:^d^^ of 
the hoiise.' Household help is more need- 
ed by tho hardworkcd farm wives than 
by almost any ono else, and the girl who 
would enter tho rural domestic service 
would be a . godsend to them.. .Bnt it; 
will bo interesting, it really 'vsrill, ib see 
how many of the unemployed women of 
Boston will bo willing to - go to a farm, 
and do housework, . - , ; .t .

"AUDI AL'rEK.4.Xt PARTEM." 

Attorney Boordman's Statement of Erastus 
WInian's .Side of tho Alleged 
Forgery Case. 

Nt-w YoRic, Feb. 28.— The following 
statement has recently been issued by Al- 
bert B. Boordman, Mr. Wiman's counsel : 

" R. G. Dun & Co. employed Attorney 
NicoU aa oounael, and he prepared a careful 
statement of tho case for tho preea. Any 
one would s'jppoae on reading; NicoU's state 
ments that ^Vimftn waa casliior or book- 
ir for Dun & Co., and had no individual 
basinesa relation of any kind, either with 
Dun or the parties in whoso favor tho 
cheek? were drawn. Tho fact ia that for 
jeai's Wiman had not only been a, member 
of tho firm, but in tho conduct of tho busi- 
neaa he waa tho responsible head of tho con- 
cern. I Buppoae ninety per cent, of all the 
checks drawn by R. G Dan & Co. during 
that period were signed by Wiman. Prob- 
ably Wiman has made the same percentage 
of all the firm's important oontraots, 

"Again no reference is made in NicoU'a 
statements to Wiman's intimate personal 
and busiueBB relations with the drawers of 
the cheeks described in the indiotmenta, 
nor to the faot that the indorsements of the 
drawees named bear no resemblance at all 
to their signatures, nor to the admitted faot 
that tho indoraemonla were not used to ob- 
tain ciedit from any third party, but sim- 
ply for the purpoiio of transferring credits 
in tho bank from an account against which 
Wiman had a perfect right to draw. 

" Tho above statement will sullico to call 
attention to tho obvious omissions und in- 
accuracies in tho statement prepared by 
NicoU and published by tho firm for the 
apparent purpoeo of prejudicing Wimaii'a 
case with the pul)lic boforu ho had un op- 
portunity to be heard." 

Aa allowing tho aniiiiua of tho prosecution, 
Koardman recites tlie peculiar circum- 
stances of tho arrest aud tlio refusal to 
acarpt bail proH'orcd by men worth 
§2,000,000. He also refers to llio manner 
in whieh Wiman waa indicted and rail 
roaded into tho Toml)S, tho carefully pre^ 
prepared statement to hia injury, and Dun's 
interview ready for prompt publicuti(n 
Wiman, hia counsel says, has handloil 
millions belonging to tho tirm and practi- 
cally signed 90 per cent of tho checks. From 
the moment Wiman took chargo of tho busi- 
ness the profits increased until Dun's share 
amounted to $400,000 per annum. Tho pub- 
lic and any fair<mtDded jury will find it hard 
to believe that while Wiman waa making 
for himself from 875.000 'to $100,000 per 
annum and for Dun $400,000, he wbb schem 
ing to defraud the firm out of $10,000 
through the forgery of names in no way rc 
sombling tlia genuine Eignaturo. 

Boardnian draws attention to Wiman'a 
splendid record in public onterprisus and 
uharitablo work, ond to the fact that as soon 
aa it becomea evident that ho was insolvent 
ho tranoCi-rred all hia property to Dun as 
security for any siini finally adjudrjed duo 
upon tt Hottlement of accounts. 

"If these cases are ever brought to trial," 
said lioardnian, "tiic public will at onco 
aECortain the motive prompting tho prose 
cutioo, and I shall be much surprised if 
there are not a number of very estimable 
gentlemen who, like Mftobeih, will tremble

— The Ilearuld'a 
Montevideo, Uiuguay,' epeoial, aaya the 
sanitary atato of tho oity uf Rio 'il. now 
aomothing uppiUlng, and yellow fever is 
rampant. For several daya tho buriols 
have numbered ninety a day, and it ia im. 

EOBsible to state the number of new oases, 
Ir. Banden, a medical*. authority horo, 
thinks that the number bf-thoso seriously 
ill with the disease averages about 200 a 
day. ' Many more of the foreign crows in 
the harbor ure'atrioken with it, and not a 
fuw have died. Interbpursa between all 
warships has ' been stopj^ed. Th? (J. S. 
cruisers Charleston, San'/xSranaisoo and 
Newark are out at sea for a, ohaoga of air, 
the Detroit hiving returned from a similar 
trip. There are no oaVes biE the fever on 
board any of the American warships except 
the Newark, and the sanitary officers of the 
squadron are doing all. in their power to 
stamp out tho contagion. 

The newspapers have been allowed an 
unaccustomed freedom in their remarks up. 
on tho coming election for ^ President, but 
thoro ia a gnoil deal of reserve apparent in 
their editorials. 

There waa a sharp sUirmiahing in tho biy 
on tho night of February 19th, between the 
rebel launches n,nd tlio loyal forces near 
Point Areas, on tho Nicthoroy aide, but tho 
launches were forctd to letreat.

aSaUANY'S AMBITION. 

Not llarBbal Slory but the ''isolation of Prob- 
lems Itslaling to the! Improvement of 
the ConntQr^ 

Berlin', Maroh 1. — Daring the continu- 
ance of tho debate on the Rusao-German 
treaty in tho Gorman Reichstag yesterday, 
Chancellor Vou Capriv! vigorously repelled 
attacks made upon hint 'for concluding the 
agreement, and said he would remain in 
otfice as long as the Emperor pleased to re- 
t:»in him. Ho asaertod that tho treaty 
merited universal approval from a political 
point of .-icw, and its rejection would in- 
volve continuance of the tariff war with 
Russia, Tho commercial treaty served tho 
purpoaoa of peace aa well aa the army bill 
and the Dreibuud, and it waa tho laat link 
in tho chain which cimtnonced with the 
Austro Giirman treaty. The attempts at ec- 
onomic rapprochement with Russia had 
been proceeding for nearly a century, 
and ho had only fulfilled the promise Bis- 
marck madij in 1S7S, that the conclusion of 
tt commercial treaty with Russia should be 
effected by himself or his successor. The 
leading Btatesmen'of Italy and Austria had 
expressed satisfaction ftti . tbe oonolusion of 
the Raaso-German treaty, and its rejeolion 
would thus mean severance of all ties be- 
tween Russia and Germany. Said Chan- 
cellor Von Caprivi: " We do not oare for 
martial glory ; tho only fame wo desire Is 
tho solving of the problems relating to the 
Bocial and intoUectukl improvement of tho 
people, enabling nations • to live . together 
amicably and preparing tho way for futuro 
tini'i when it may bo neceeaary to bind to- 
gether a larger group of nations in a great 
common economic policy. By cnnatantly 
pursuing this pcHcy Germany has raised her 
preatlgo." Kenig, unti-Sumite, and Lutz. 
Conservative, followed iu opposition to tho 
treaty. Banuingsen, National Liberal, sup- 
ported it. 

MOVESIBNTS OF'ioSABUflS. 

Tlie Emperors of Ocrniany, Russia and Aus- 
tria Likely to Ueet 'Before Long. 

Pabis, Feb. 27.— Now thai the Empresses 
of Germany, Russia and Austria are about 

to meet at Abbnzzio, near Fiume, a great 
naval station of Aualrlo, on tho Adriatic, it 
13 probublo that tlio three Emperora will 
(;otiie together at the aat^le place. The Eiii- 
preas of Germany, as already announced, will 
go there with her youngest son. She has been 
m b:td health since hes last confinement and 
la Buffering from a weakness wliloh has 
yielded to none of the remedies ahe has 
tried. Tho Cz »rina goea with her daughters 
ill order to recover from tho effTCts of her 
recent attack of inlltioiiz*, and tho Empress 
of Austria will visit thu sanio place, after 
her stay in France, in order to seek relief 
from her violent sciatic snil'orings. 

A meeting between tho Czar and Kaiser 
Wilhelm in probable. The former has been 
soii'jusly ill and needs a warm cliinato iu 
which to recover from tho effects of hia 
aickncss. It ia reported in Berlin that he 
wished lo visit that oity in order to thai.k 
tho Kaiser for tho Russo Gerinan treaty, 
but that to spire the convalescent monarch 
the fatieuea of tlie journey northward from 
tho Crimea William II will go to Abbuzzia 
in order to meet him. What still further 
complicates all these combinations is the 
fact that the Kmpcror of Austria will first 
come to Franco with Empress Elizabeth, 
anc! that they will spend some time together 
at Capo Martin, near .Mentono, whero ex- 
Empress Eugenie will also be sojourning at 
that time. This will^be the first time that 
Francis Joseph has "visited France since 
1S137.
